Kren the tell le in e til uf those duubti, de- 
fects, and diffi.-itltics, by which the heavy 
lawyer*' charges advened tu have been in- 
curred, n, in respect uf thr general commit- 
nity and uf the futmr, a cmnderable ad- 
vantage, though purchased dearly. Hut 
aa In the iri'dllori in general, ne really 
du think that they are in no better po- 
sition than if o general amnesty uf all 
dtrbla had been prut laiined Ihree or four 
yeart ago. 

The great change ibal has now taken 
place fjr Ihe better, may seem to render it
